AROUND $20,000,000 


New York, April 1—An im- 
portant factor which entered 
into the heavy bidding for the 
Dodge Brothers Motor company 
was the concern’s earnings, ac- 
cording to a copyrighted article 
which will appear Thursday in 
the Wall Street Journal. 

These are said to have exceed- 
ed $17,500,000 on a gross busi- 
ness of $191,000,000 last year, 
showing a gain where most mo- 
tor companies lost. This year's 
earnings are at a $20,000,000 
rate, the article declares. 

The Dillon-Read bid, the ar- 
ticle asserts, indicates the lib- 
eral appraisal on the company’s 
good will of $56,000,000, while. 
the bid of the General Motors 
company is judged to have. esti- 


mated the value of the Dodge 
good will in excess of $34,000,- 
000. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 
| New York, April 1.—After a spirijt- 
ed struggle between powerful financial 
interests, ownership of Dodge Broth- 
ers, Inc., one of the country’s largest | 
automobile companies, today passed 
to Dillon, Read .& Co., New York 
bankers, in a cash transaction in- 
volving slightly less than $1759, 
000. 

The exact purchase price was not 
revealed by the bankers, but it was 
learned authoritatively that it exceed- 
el a combined cash and securities 
offer of more than $150,000,000, sub- 
mitted by the General Motors com- 
pany through J. P. Morgan & Co. 

The transaction represents the larg- 
est single transfer of an industrial 
corporation for cash in the history 
of American finance. 

Within a short time the huge motor 
business, founded by John ‘and Horace 
Dodge a little more than ten years 
ago, will be transformed from. a 
closed family .corporation to one of 
the largest publicly-owned automobile 
companies in the United States. Re- 
organization of the company’s capital 
structure is planned by the new 
banker-owners, who will. subsequently 
inake a public offering of securities,

That the failure to enforce the w* 
end obtain convictions is widespread 
is indicated by her statement thai di- 
rectors in New England, New York, 
practically all of the Atlantic seaboard 
districts, two of the Pacific coast dis- 
tricts, theginland states of Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio, Illinois, Missouri, Ne- 
braska and Montana “have expressed 
dissatisfaction with the fact that the 
type of case was too small in propor- 
ion.to the volume of violations auc 
that the prosecuting officer’ regretted 
that he eould not get the evidence of 
larger types of violation.” 

She pointed here directly at te 
failure of agents and of attorneys in 
charge of cases. 

Favors Injunctions. 

Mrs. Willebrandt is in favor of use 
of the injunction in brewery cases, ib- 
stead of seizure, as favored in most 
cases by the prohibition unit. An in- 
junction, she holds, stops the business 
and is recognized in courts of laws 
generally; does not require a trial by 
jury; and prevents destruction’ of 
property. Authority for seizure on the 
other hand is not definitely fixed and 
is sometimes hard to obtain. Further, 
it is necessary to establish guards: to 
watch the seized property, requirmng 
additional expense, and in many cases 
such guards have been bribed and the 
brewery allowed to “bootleg.” 

With Mrs. Willebrandt’s appear- 
ance Thursday, the long extended in- 
vestigation. by the committee into pro- 
hibition will come to a close. No more 
hearings will be held until May 7, 
when tax cases will be taken up again, 
until June 1, when the investigation 
will close. During the recess, experts 
of the committee will gather further 
evidence for the final session on tax

BELIEVED DROWNED

THE.GERMAN VOTE. 


The public mind appears con- 
fused as to the German election. 
Last Sunday’s balloting for presi- 
dent of the German reich was more 
in the nature of a primary than 
anything else, and it fell 3,000,000 
votes short of the reichstag ‘elec- 
tions of last winter. 


The lack of interest has been 
attributed to the general 
Standing that under the circum- 
Stances no nomination could be 
made. The balloting, however, 
seems to forecast the election of a 
coalition republican candidate when 
the regular election for president 
is held on April 26. 

The nationalist bloc, with a con- 
trol of 37 per cent of the reichstag, 
polled 38 1-2 per cent of the popular 
vote Sunday. The socialists, with 27 
per cent of the reichstag, polled 29 
per cent of the popular vote. The 
centrists. with 14 per cent of the 
reichstag, polled 14 per cent of the 
popular vote, and the communists 
showed distinctive losses, holding ¢ 
per cent of the reichstag, but re- 
ceived only 7 per cent of the pop- 
ular vote. 


It is confidently predicted that 
in the final election the republican 
coalition will hold a majority of a 
half million out of a total vote of 
possibly 30,000,000, which is a nar-

in Flanders. 

Plans are on foot to revive certain 
medieval mystery plays in Flanders. 
They are to be staged in exactly the 
same manner as back in the thirteenth 
and fourteenth centuries and will, no 
doubt, draw the same immense crowds 
that came to witness the spectacles 
in the long ago. One summer vaca- 
tion the regents of a centuries-old alms- 
house not wishing the young students 
of the Latin school to spend their 
holidays in absolute idleness, included 
the writer in a group whose duty it 
was to catalogue and file the contents 
of huge chests of medieval manuscripts 
that bad been found in one of the cel- 
lars of the institution. Among the 
papers cleaned, classified and tran- 
scribed with a great deal of signing 
and looking up lexicons there was one 
describing a mystery play given in 
the Ghent cathedral in A. D. 10550. 
According to the parchment the time 
was Christmas and the old imperial 
city was filled with great crowds; 
artisans, painters of stained glass, 
wood-carvers, manuscript illuminators 
and scholars from the nearby cloisters. 
After midnight mass the crowd sit- 
ting on the flagstones in the church, 
passing cakes and other refreshments, 
remained to watch the “mystery.” The 
seenes of the nativity were enacted. 
The old chronicle’ relates that there 
was no small merriment when mem- 
bers in the congregation recognized 
familiar faces among the play actors 
and that the huge assembly. venerable 
prelates and all burst out laughing 
when one of the cows brought into 
“the stable of Bethlehem” refused to 
budge from the stage and kicked 
savagely at one of the shepherds. ‘he 
herald-angels with their gelden wings 
brought expressions of awe and admi- 


place in the sun,’ where it wiil

MRS. KING DIES: 
OWNED WORLD'S 
LARGEST RANCH 


Kingsville, Texas, April 1.—Mrs. 

Henrietta King, 93, owner of the 
world’s largest ranch, and rated as 
one of the countr$’s wealthiest women 
died last night. 
_ Proprietor of a ranch bordering the 
Gulf of Mexico for 100 miles and com. 
prising 1,280,000 acres, which came to 
her at the death of her husband, Cap- 
tain Richard King, pioneer Texas cat. 
tle man, Mrs. King’s fortune rose toa 
an enormous figure through the ad- 
vance of land values from a few 
cents to many dollars an aere. Her 
herds virtually were countless, more 
than 100,000 calves being branded 
each season.- 

Coming to the ranch as a bride, Mrs. 
King’s first home was a block house, 
due to the constant menace of In- 
dians and bandits.

What farmers of the country intend 
to do this spring in regard to the 
planting of various important crops 
is shown by sections in the above 
map. These intentions of acres 
planned as compared with the actual 
acreages grown for harvest last year 
are based upon reports gathered by 
the department of agriculture from 
about 50,000 farmers. While the 
acreages &actually planted may vary 
| from those intentions due to changes 
in prices, weather, labor conditions 
and other elements, it would seem, 
however, that there promises to be 
a rather general expansion this year 
in crop acreages. If this expansion 
is carried out and weather conditions 
favor, as they have thus far this 
spring, production of many crops may 
be greater than in 1924. 
_Summarising the reports by sec- 
tions as given in the map, the de- 
partment of agriculture finds the fol- 
lowing planting plans for the country 
as a whole: Spring wheat, 13.9 per 
cent more acreage’ than -grown for 


harvest last vear; corn, 2.3 per cent 
more acreage oats, AK per cent 
increase; barley, 23 per cent increase: 
flaxseed, 33 per cent decrease; grain 
sorghums, 10.7 per cent increase; po- 
tatoes (Irish). 4 per cent decrease; 
potatoes (sweet), 20.5 per cent in- 
crease; tobacco. 9.9 per cent in- 
crease; peanuts, 4.5 per cent increase; 
rice, 11 per cent inerease. Thus, it 
is seen, a smaller acreage is planned 
only for flaxseed and Irish potatoes. 
Greatest expansion is planned for 
spring wheat, sweet potatoes and bar- 
ley. The total increase in acreage 
planned for the principal feed crops 
is nearly 7.000.000 acres. 

The department of agriculture ex- 
presses a doub: as to whether this gen- 
eral expansion would be to the best 
interests of farmers, stating that in- 
creased returns for 1924 crops were 
due largely to reduced supplies here 
and abroad rather than to any in- 
crease in consumption or demand. Too 
great an increase in 1925 crops, 
therefore, the department intimates, 


might result in lower prices.

Oratorical C ontest Finals 
Center Students’ Interest 


As National Event Nears 


Some idea of the nation-wide scope’ 
of the oratorical contest which is be- 


ing sponsored in this state by The 
Constitution, and the Georgia High 
School association, and nationally by 
the American Bar’ association, is 
gained through a report just issued 
at Washington by Randolph Leigan, 
national director. 

According to this report there are 
over 1,400,000 high school students 
participating in the contest, from 16,- 
215 high schools scattered all over 
the country. A total of $45,650 has 
been offered in prizes for various 
elimination contests as well as for 
the national finals to be held in 
Washington on May 8. while 1,120 
newspapers are aiding the contest 
through their columns. 

In Georgia the second step in the 
elimination program will take place 
on April 9 and 10, when individual 
champions from the different schools 
will meet in 12 congressional] district 
contests. To each of the 12 winners 
in these contests The Constitution 
will present prizes of $15. The Geor- 
gia state finals will be held in At- 
lanta on April 23, when this paner 
will give two prizes of $100 and $2v. 

Georgia Finals Soon. 


State champions then will meet 
in the zone finals on May 1. For this 
zone this contest will be held at 
Nashville, Tenn. There are seven 
zones altogether and the seven zone 
winners will be the contestants in 
the national finals at Washington, 
There wiil be a prize for each of the 
seven, ranging from $2,000 for the 
first and $300 for the seventh. 

Mr. Leigh’s report is based on fig- 
ures received from the various con- 
test centers. In most instances the 
entry lists have closed. but in the case 
of a number of newspapers they will, 
for special local reasons, be kept open 
for several days. In ‘those centers the 
enrollment of schools is going steadily 
ahead, with the result that the figures 
given above will probably considerably 
understate the full sweep of the con- 
test There were approximately 1.000. 
000 participants in 13.281 high schools 
last vear, so that the gain both im

‘These prizes 
come from cooperating individuals who 
are interested. In addition to the 
cash prizes there are hundreds of 
cups, medals and handsomely engraver 
certificates offered to spur on the 
youthful orators.

ANDREWS DIRECTS 
DRY ENFORCEMENT 


Washington, April 1.—Supervision 
of the major federal agencies charged 
with the enforcement of the prohibi- 
tion act was placed today in the 
hands of Lincoln C. Andrews, of New 
York, a West Point graduate and vet- 
eran of the world we:. 

Taking oath as an assistant secre- 
tery of the treasury, Mr. Andrews 
was given direct supervision over the 
prohibition unit, the coast guard and 
the customs service. All three of these 
agencies heretofore had been under 
the supervision of Assistant Secretary 
Moss. 

The internal revenue bureau, under 
which the prohibition unit heretofore 
has functioned, remains a part of the 
division of the treasury over which 
Mr. Moss has direct charge. 

This change in treasury adminis- 
tration was one of a series announced 
after Mr. Andrews took office. While 
officials declined to stress this phase 
of the reorganization as significant, it 
was indicated that Mr. Andrews later 
may attempt a reorganization of the 
three agencies—the prohibition unit, 
coast guard and the customs service— 
engaged wholly or partially in en- 
forcing the Volstead act. 

In order to place che three arms of 
the service éngaged in prohibition en- 
forcement under Mr. Andrews, it was 
found necessary to split the prohibi- 
tion unit and the internal revenue bu- 
1eau under which the prohibition com- 
missioner has many legal functions to 
perform. 

Details of the supervision which 
Mr. Andrews will exercise over the 
prohibition commissioner have not 
been worked out and it was said prob- 
ably will he delayed until those in 
charge have had some experience to 
guide them. 

In taking all phases of prohibition 
er:forcement from the jurisdiction of 
Assistant Secretary Moss, the treas- 
ury lifted an unusually heavy burden 
from that official and at the same 
time sought to pave the way for the 
removal of the basis of many com- 
plaints against enforcement, 

Mr. Andrews, a former’ brigadier 
general, has been given credit for ef- 
fective organization work in several 
phases of army life as well as in “om- 
mercial efforts. The work he did in 
revamping the military police system 
in France after the armistice attract- 
ec. wide attention. 

Retiring from the army at his own 
request in 1919 after 30 years of 
service, he took charge of military 
training under the New York state 
universal training commission. Later 
he became chief executive of the New 
York transit commission and was ap- 
pointed receiver for the New York 
and Queens County Railroad com- 
pany in January, 1925. 

Mr. Andrews, who is 58 years old, 
is a native of Minnesota and served in 
the Spanish-American war, the Phil- 
ippine insurrection and took the 175th 
infantry brigade of the 86th division 
to France in August, 1918.

ENGLISH HEARING 
CUMES 10 CLOSE 


St. Louis, April 1—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—The congressional in- 
vestigation to determine whether rec- 
ommendation of impeathment shall be 
made against Federal Judge George 
Washington English of the eastern 
district of Illinois ended late today. 


The house judiciary sub-committee 
of seven which spent nine days here 
and in East St. Louis, Ill., hearing 
testimony and examining records dis- 
banded tonight. to meet in Washing- 
ton, probably late in November, to 
prepare its report for submission to 
the full committee when congress 
meets in December. 

The case was. left open, however, 
should occasion arise for a further 
hearing. 

English Completes Testimony. 

Judge English completed his testi- 
mony this morning after eight hours 
in the witness chair. He denied few 
of the allegations of tyrannical and 
opvressive misconduct and irregular 
handling of -the finances of the office 
of his appointee as referee in bank- 
ruptey, G. B. Thomas, the chief 
charges against him, but in many 1in- 
stances sought to explain or justify his 
actions, and in others pleaded igno- 
rance. 

In the alleged mishandling of funds 
of the referee’s office, Judge English 
claimed lack of knowledge of ‘condi- 
tions, including the report of his son, 
Faris. of three per cent interest from 
the Union Trust company, of East 
St. Louis, on bankruptcy deposits. 

Faris Last Witness. 


Faris, one of the Jast defense wit- 
nesses today, told the committee he 
had kept the information from. his 
father because he feared the judge 
would not sanction the arrangement. 

The charges made against Judge 
English by the four petitioners for the 
investigation first were published in 
the St. Louis Post Dispatch, and that 
newspaper employed as prosecutor to 
present the evidence against Judge 
English, A. B. Dennis, of Danville, 
Ill. 

Examination by Representative Ira 
G. Hersey, of Maine, brought out 
todav that C. B. Thomas. formerly 
Judge English’s referee in bank- 
ruptey and a friend of a quarter of 
a century, practiced before the judge 
in a patent infringement case decided 
in favor of Thomas’ clienf. 

Questioned Closely. 

“Had he ever had any gereral prac- 
tice prior to that?” asked Hersey. 

“Not that I know of,’ answered 
the judge. 

“But he got a $10,000 fee in that 
case, didn’t he?” asked Mr. Hersey. 

It previously was testified that 
Thomas obtained appointments from 
Judge English which netted him ap- 
proximately $50,000 a year. 

Judge English refused to admit 
that he would change his method in 
the future in summoning in state's 
speriffs for a lecture 
should another crisis such as he 
thought existed during the comet 
shopmen’s strike in 1922 arise, al- 
though yesterday he testified that he 
had learned lessons from the hearing 
in the matter of disbarment of _at- 
tornfys.

Jerusalem, April 1.—(By the As- 
‘sociated Press.)——-The new Hebrew 
university, situated on the summit of 
Mount Scopus, was solemnly inaugn- 
rated today in the presence of 7,000 
persons in the great amphitheater on 
the side of the hill. Thousands more 
unable to gain admittance had to be 
turned away. A _ distinguish come 
pany was present. including repre- 
sentatives of more than oV leading n- 
stitutions and academic bodies in all 
parts of the world. 

The inaugural address was deliver- 
ed by the Earl of Balfour, auther 
of the “Balfour declaration.” in 
which Great Britain set forth her 
spolicy of encouraging the creation in 
|} Palestine of a national home for the 
Jews. | 

Hours before the ceremony began, 
the narrow, dusty road _ leading to 
the summit of Mount Scopus was 
black with vehicle and pedestrian, 
the throng comprising largely Jew- 
ish men. women and children, 
had trudged across the fields and 
climbed the slopes leading 
the peak of the hill. Hundreds had 
tramped long distances—400 had 
walked from) Jaffa to witness thie 
historic event—and many § far-away 
countries of the world had their rep- 
resentatives there. 

The new university stands like a 
sentinel 3,000 feet above the sur- 
rounding valleys, giving new point 
to the name of the mountain on 
which it is located, for the meaning 
of Scopus. is “hill sentinel.”

Ottley, Jr.. “’Twixt Two Fires.” a 
Leavier piece written by Josephine 
Fichberg, and “Back From’ Africa,” 
another comedy by Oliver S. Gram- 
ling. To the three budding young 
playwrights nothing but highest praise 
and every encouracement for further 
efforts in their writing for the stage, 
cain be given. 

Delicacy of Touch. 


The first of the three is the light- 
est of light comedy and it was treat- 
el with that necessary delicacy of 
touch essential in things of this kind.

Muggsy Smith, 
playing an important role as the but- 
ler was splendid as were Abram Orov- 
itz and Guy Holcomb as the older 
men. Dixie McDaniel had a rather dis- 
agreeable girl's part which she han- 
dled realistically and Mary Bogle was 
sood as a middle-aged woman. Charles 
Corless, an expressman, was only on 
for a minute, but he looked, acted and 
talked like an expressman-—and what 
more could you want? 

Florence Josel was a delightful 
sweetheart and Nancy Stribling, as a 
small girl, really carried off the hon- 
ors. as far as applause was concerned, 
with the few lines she had to say. 

All in all it was an evening of ex- 
cellent entertainment. Too high praise 
cannot be given for the work of the 
Oglethorpe playwrights, producers, 
scene painters and actors. If they 
keep on as they are going the Ogle- 
thorpe players will some day soon be 
attracting the attention of New York 
theatrical folk. And they will deserve 
whatever honors they win in later 
life—if they keep up the excellent 
work as they have begun.

JUDGE LANDIS BOOSTS 


LEGION ORPHAN FUND 


Savannah, Ga., April 1.—Former 
Judge Kenesaw Mountain Landis 


spoke tonight at the Savannah thea- 
ter in behalf of the American Lez- 
ion’s fund for orphans of the World 
war. The fact that the audience was 
not large did not deter Judge Landis 
from making a most impressive effort 
for the cause. 

“Gentlemen,” he said, “the slightest 
concern in my life is the thing that is 
bothering your soul, the small audi- 
ence, so forget it. The cause, our 
cause, is very close to my heart and 
I am giving every moment I can spare 
from my very insignificant affairs, 
to aid in every possible way the suc- 
eess of the American Legion endow- 
ment fund. I can see very vividly 
the happenings of the few months 


war. I was fortunate enough to be in 
direct contact with the men in the 
army that was immediately raised 
upon our declaration of war. I 
could not dream of a more gallant 
collection of men than the four mil- 
lion that constituted our army in 
The only fear I ever noticed 
in the ranks was the fear that they 
would not get to France in time to 
fight for their country. 

“Memory seems short to most peo- 
nle. .To think that. the American ; 
Legion has to conduct a drive to take 
eare of the men who performed so gal- 
lantly. And we will raise it. Dea 
vou tink the size of my andience 1s 
an indication that the splendid citi- 
zenship of this wonderful city will not 
| I know they will.” 

Paid for Insurance. 


“The situation is this. A man is 
stricken. Are the 110,400,000 people 
of this country zoing to let him lie 
there? No. That is what the endow- 
ment fund is for. I have heard men 
argue that the government provided 
insurance for the men during the world 
war. I want you to know that every 
soldier who drew the $8@a month in 
our army and got insurance, paid for 
it out of his army pay. and has a just 
claim for such insuranee as he may 
receive. A man falls. I see it every 
day. There are men in this audience 
who are apparently in the best of 
health. But they have contracted some 


when they least expect it, and they 
will fall: are they going to remain 
where they fall? My reference is to 
the veterans, of course,” Judge Landis 
continued. 

“A -man is working down on the 
docks. He was gassed in France and 
was finally discharged, apparently 
well. Under the strain of his labor 
for a livelihood he is stricken as a re- 
sult of gassing received in the war. 
The claim of the American Legion is
